REPORT . 


GENERAL REMARKS. Remarks. 

The information dealt with in the following Report was collected in the usual 
manner, and has been classified so that it may be in accord with that contained in 
previous reports upon the same subject. Care lias been taken when arranging the 
various tables and statements that they may, as far as possible, be easily comparable 
with similar papers published for the other divisions of the United Kingdom. 

The Report is, as on former occasions, divided into two principal sections—that 
relating to the Criminal, and that dealing with the Judicial, Statistics. Each of these 
portions has been again sub-divided so as to allow of the more important items being 

referred to in detail. , 

A general review of the tables contained in the Appendix points to the following 

conclusions : — ....... 

1. That there has been a decrease in the total number of Criminal offences m 

Ireland in 1886 as compared with 1885. 

2. That the improvement as regards the more serious offences (those not determined 

summarily), noted in the Reports for the four years preceding, has not been 
maintained, there having been last year an increase of about 5 per cent., as 
compared with the year 1885, but the number of offences coming under this 
category is little more than 60 per cent, of the corresponding number for the 
year 1881 ; and, allowing for the estimated decrease in the population, the rate 
last year, per 10,000 persons, was only 15'0 against a rate of 23T in 1881. 

3. That the number of the less serious offences (those determined summariy) 

compares favourably with the average for such offences, and is considerab y 
under the number in the year 1885. 

4. That the judicial returns present no change of importance.

As regards charges determined summarily the figures indicate the number of persons 
proceeded against, including those cases in which the charges were dismissed. In the 
case of Indictable Offences the figures represent the number of crimes committed.

From this statement it appears that the total number of criminal offences during the 
year 1886, was 223,202 or 456’5 per 10,000 of the estimated population, as compared with 
231,313 or 4697 per 10,000 of the population in 1885, showing a decrease of 8,111 in 
number, and a decrease of 13'2 in the rate per 10,000 persons. Offences not disposed of 
summarily, constituting the more serious group of crimes, are somewhat more numerous 
than in any of the three years immediately preceding, but show a decrease of 3,291 as 
compared with the year 1882; and the absolute number (7,315) of these offences, and 
their ratio to the estimated population (15-0 per 10,000), are below the corresponding- 
averages for the five years ending with 1881. The charges summarily disposed of, 
which, after having for three years shown a rather marked tendency to increase, 
declined considerably in 1885, again exhibit a considerable decrease, and are below the 
average annual number for the last ten years. 

General Distribution of Criminal Offences.— The following statement shows the 
distribution of criminal offences in Ireland by Provinces, Counties, and large Town 
Districts, such as the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, the Borough of Belfast, &c.

Leinster, 90,914, or at the rate of 710'8 per 10,000 of the population in 1881 ; Munster 
54,387, or at the rate of 408 '6 per 10,000; Ulster, 54,257, or 311‘3 per 10,000; and 
Connaught, 23,644, or 287'6 per 10,000. Compared with the year 1885, there has been 
a decrease of criminal cases in Leinster to the extent of 1,636, or 12 - S per 10,000 
persons; a decrease of 4,346, or 32 - 7 per 10,000, in Munster ; a decrease of 727, or 4'2 
per 10,000, in Ulster; and a decrease of 1,402, or 17*1 per 10,000, in Connaught. The 
more serious cases fthose not determined summarily) have decreased in Leinster, and 
increased in the other Provinces. The less serious offences (those determined summarily) 
have decreased in all the provinces, notably in Munster. 

Criminal offences show a decrease in the total number in 33 counties and districts, - 
and an increase in 10.

It will be observed that the criminal offences in Dublin Metropolis exceeded those 
among an equal number of the inhabitants of the adjacent County in the proportion of 
483 to 100, and that even in Drogheda, where the excess of Crime in the Urban over the 
adjacent Rural District was least, the proportion was as 165 to 100. 

The character of the persons proceeded against is set forth in the following statement, 
from which it appears that the character of T6'9 per cent, of those persons was 
unknown to the Police, and that the character of 8ST per cent, of the remainder 
was ascertained to have been previously good.

In Police Tables 6 and 7 of the Appendix, the nature of the Crimes committed Distribu- 
is set forth in detail. The following abstract (see page 20) has been constructed from 
Table 6, which includes the more serious offences, namely those not dealt with 0 g' ence3 
summarily, and gives their distribution throughout Ireland in detail. iveland.° Ut 

The total number of these cases amounted to 7,315, or at the rate of 141 per 10,000 Tablo 6 _ 
of the population, according to the Census of 1881. Of these, 1,458, or 2-8 per 10,000 
of the population, were offences against the person; 535, or TO per 10,000, against 
property with violence ; 3,135, or 61 per 10,000, against property without violence; 893, 
or 1 • 7 per 10,000, were malicious offences against property. Cases of forgery and offences 
against the currency were only 67, or 01 per 10,000, and all other cases amounted to 
1,227. It will be observed that the rate per 10,000 of all offences not disposed of 
summarily was in Leinster 311 ; Munster, 12*8 ; Ulster, 61 ; and Connaught, 6*9. 

In the case of Offences against the Person the rates per 10,000 of the population were: 0 ^^ s t]ie 

for Leinster 5 - 5 (including 15 '6 in the Dublin Metropolitan District), Munster, 2'2 , p° rson> 
Ulster, US ; Connaught, 1'9. The largest number of these offences, both absolutely and 
relatively, were committed in the Dublin Metropolitan District, amounting to 54/, or 
15*6 per 10,000 ; the next largest, in proportion to population, in Cork City and Belfast 
Town, respectively, amounting to 4*3 per 10,000 ; the rate in Limerick County was 4*2, 
in Drogheda Town 4"2, and in the West Biding of Galway 37. In all the other counties 
and districts it was below 3 per 10,000, being below l'O in three. 

In the case of Malicious Offences against Property it appears that the rates per 10,000 MaUcious 
of the population were for Leinster l - 4, Munster 2-9, Ulster 1*1, Connaught 1 6. against 
The highest rate (47) was in Limerick County, the next (4‘4) in Longford County, property. 
The lowest was 01 in Antrim County, and the next lowest 0*2 in Down County. In 
the City of Limerick and the Town of Carrickfergus this class of crime was absent.

586 or 4°4 per 10,000 inhabitants, were in Munster, including 425 cases of intimi- 
dation, of which 160 were in Kerry, 128 in Clare, 42 in the East, and IS m the 
West Biding of Cork, 17 in the North, and 12 in the South Biding of Tipperary, 
and 41 in Limerick County. In Ulster there were 224 miscellaneous offences, or 1'3 
per 10 000 of the population; of these, 78 (including 14 in Cavan, and 10 in Londonderry 
County) were cases of intimidation, and 69 (including 49 in Belfast) were cases of not, 
breach of the peace, 8,-c. In Connaught the number of miscellaneous offences was 176, 
or 2’1 per 10,000 of the population, including 138 eases of intimidation, of which 44 were 
in East Galway, 30 in West Galway, 18 in Mayo, 22 in Roscommon, and 15 in 
Sligo. 

For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 4,294 persons hlV'^ 
apprehended, being equal to 59 per cent, of the number of offences as compared with 52 L 
per cent, in the previous year. 

The following summary-also constructed from Table 6 -showing the number of 
offences not determined summarily, classified according to their nature and compared with aummar ily 
previous years-will give a fair idea of the variations which have taken place during the 

past' eight years in the number of more serious offences in Ireland with pre-

This statement shows that in 1886 the total number of serious crimes was mu M below 
the average for the preceding seven years, and that there was a decrease m some an 
an increase in other classes of such crimes. 


Compared with the year 1885, there was an increase in all classes except offences 
against property without violence, in which there was a decrease of about 1 0 per cent. 

A more minute consideration of Table 6 in the Appendix will show that there were M„rdc 
19 cases of murders of infants, of which 2 were in Leinster, 7 m Munster, 8 in Ulster, 
and 2 in Connaught. In the case of other murders there were 35 in Ireland, in 1886, as

22 in 1879. Of these 35 murders, 3 were in Leinster, 12 in Munster, 13 in Ulster, and 
7 in Connaught. There was 1 murder each in Dublin County, Kildare, Longford, Cork 
West Riding, Cork City, Tipperary North Riding, Fermanagh, Galway East Riding, 
Galway Town, Roscommon, and Sligo; 2 in Tipperary South Riding, and Armagh, 
respectively ; 3 each in Clare, Down, and Mayo ; 4 in Kerry, and 7 in Belfast Town. 
There were not any such murders in Carlow County, Drogheda Town, Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District, Kilkenny, King’s County, Louth, Meath, Queen’s County, 
Westmeath, Wexford, or Wicklow, in the Province of Leinster; nor in Cork East 
Riding, Limerick County, Limerick City, Waterford County, or the City of Waterford, 
in the Province of Munster ; nor in Antrim County, Carrickfergus Town, Cavan County, 
Donegal, Londonderry, Monaghan, or Tyrone, in the Province of Ulster ; nor in 
Galway West Riding, or Leitrim, in the Province of Connaught. There were 12 
attempts to murder in 1886, as compared with 5 in 1885, 1 in 1884, 11 in 1S83, 35 in 
1882, 19 in 1881, 16 in 1880, and 6 in 1879. There were 146 cases of shooting at, 
wounding, stabbing, &c., with intent to do bodily harm , in 1886, compared with 145 in 
1885, 152 in 18S4, 158 in 1883, 232 in 1882; 246 in 1881; 226 in 1880, and 180 in 

1879. The cases of assault and inflicting bodily harm, were 720 in 1886, compared 
with 642 in 18S5, 687 in 1884, 488 in 1883, 574 in 1882, 426 in 1881, 418 in 

1880, and 530 in 1879. The number of offences against property with violence was 
535, being 176 in excess of the number for the preceding year, and slightly in 
excess of the average for the seven years 187.9-85. 

In cases of offences against property without violence, there was a decline from 3,470 in 
1885 to 3,135 last year. As usual, simple larceny contributes more than half the crime 
in this class. It is also again to be noted that a very large proportion of this class of 
crime is committed in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District. Of the 3,135 offences 
against property without violence in Ireland, included in Table 6, no less than 2,505, 
or 80 per cent, were in that District, and of the 1,948 simple larceny cases, 1,732 
occurred there.

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt with in 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

In Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined summarily, 
which include those usually dealt with in police courts. 

These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 215,887, and constitute 97 per 
cent, of the total crime of the country. It is also in this class that the preponderance 
of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. Among the offences disposed of 
summarily the more important are set out in the following statement, and a comparison 
instituted with the previous year.

Thus there has been an increase of 567 in common assaults, and a decrease of 
7,305 cases of drunkenness and disorderly conduct in connexion therewith. As these 
cases constitute more than one half of all the cases dealt with in the police and Petty 
Sessions courts, are clearly connected with one another, and are the starting points 
of many other criminal actions, their import is very great when measuring the general 
condition of the criminal classes.

In connexion with the statistics of drunkenness, a special return of habitual drunkards 
(Table 11, page 82) has been compiled, in continuation of a similar Return for the year 
1885 ; it gives the number of persons convicted three times or upwards for being 
“ Drunk ” or “ Drunk and Disorderly ” in 1886.. 
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The chief value of the habitual drunkenness return is in the light it throws ^ 
the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven ' 
T“ iurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Galway, 
iLnheda and Carrickfergus, with an aggregate population of 391,000, the habitual # 
, “^ds were 613, or 15'7 per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of Ireland, outside 
“1 Metropolitan district, with a population of 4,434,000, the number was only 1,763, H 
4-0 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with a population r> 
°f "50 000 the number was 211, or 6'0 per 10,000 population. Compared with 18S5 Ti 
Lre was In increase in the number in Cork, Limerick, Drogheda, and Carrickfergus 
and a decrease in each of the other town jurisdictions, including Dublin. In the rest of 
Maud there was a decrease, from 2,127 to 1,768. In all Ireland there was a 
decrease of 460-vis., from 3,062 to 2,592. Of this total, 2,046 were convictions 
three times and less than five times, 445 five times and less than ten tunes, and 101 I! 
ten times and upwards. It will be observed from Table 7 that the number of cases j 
sing intoxicating drinks - fell from 2,614 in 1885, to 2,139 in 1886.

Cases of cruelty to animals were 1,505 in 1885, and 1,522 in 18S6. Offences against c 
Local Acts and Borough By-laws show an increase, from 15,704 m 1885 to .7,U7 m , 
the latter number includes 13,112 cases in the Dublin Metropolitan Police . 
district. The number of offences against the Public Health and Nuisances Removal , 
Acts, was 5,117, or 359 more than in 1885 : of the 5,117 charges under these Acts 1 
4 -75 were in the Dublin Metropolitan district. In a considerable number of districts j 
no offences against these Acts are recorded. Cases of unlawful possession of stolen goods i 
show no appreciable change, the number for 1885 being 1,115, and that for last year , 
1 107 The offences against the Highway Act, including Nuisances on Public Roads.fell , 
from 20 299 in 18S5 to 14,654 in 1886.

Under the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act, 1881, and the Peace Preservation 
(Ireland)' Continuance Act, 18S 6, prohibiting the carrying or having arms without a 
licence, two provinces, viz., Munster and Connaught ; all of the province of Leinster 
except the Counties of Louth and Wicklow, and the City of Kilkenny ; and the Town 
of Belfast, the City of Londonderry, and parts of the Counties of Armagh, Donegal, 
and Monaghan were proclaimed at the end of 1886. In Ulster the prohibition against 
carrying arms included the Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, and Monaghan, one Barony 
in Down, and five Baronies in Tyrone. 

Of 4,294 persons apprehended in 1886 for offences punishable after indictment and 
trial by jury, 1,696, or 39 ‘5 percent., were discharged; 235, or 5‘5 per cent, were bailed 
or committed in default of finding bail pending further examination ; 2,363, or 55 *0 
per cent., were committed for trial or admitted to bail pending trial. 

The result of proceedings in 607 cases brought before Grand Juries was that in 236 
cases no bill was found, in 174 cases no prosecution took place, and in 197 bail 
was accepted, and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or 
where there was no prosecution, there were 106 cases in which trials were postponed after 
disagreement of the juries, &c. 

Of 2,314 persons tried by jury in 1 886, 679, or 29‘3 per cent, were acquitted ; besides 
16, or 0'7 per cent, who were found insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, 
1,619, or 70 - 0 per cent, were convicted.

From this it appears that, exclusive of those detained as insane, 1,619 were punished 
for serious offences in 1886, as compared with 1,673 in 1886, showing an increase of 46 
Of these, 1,368 were males, and 251 females, the proportion of females being somewhat 

less than in IS 85. Of the persons convicted, 3 were sentenced to death ; 84 (75 males 

and 9 females) to penal servitude— 3 of these were for over 10 years, 34 for above 6 
and up to 10 years, and 47 for 5 years; 1,169 (999 males and 170 females) were 
sentenced to various terms of imprisonment.

Of the 215,887 persons proceeded against summarily in 1886, there were 35,913 
discharged, and 179,974 convicted, as compared with 36,278 and 188,074 respectively 
in 1885. Of those convicted in 1886, 148,865 were males and 31,109 females. Of 
unclassed punishments there were 21,711 (17,000 males and 4,711 females). Of 
classed punishments there were 158,263 (131,865 males and 26,398 females). Of 
139,743 persons not committed, 135,838 (116,187 males and 19,651 females) were 
fined, 3,355 (2,282 males and 1,073 females) were required to find sureties or recognizances; 
535 were given up to the military or naval authorities, and 15 were whipped. Of the 
persons committed, 7,451 (5,279 males and 2,172 females) were committed to prison 
for 14 days or under; 6,621 (4,491 males and 2,130 females) for one month and above 
14 days; 1,692 (1,336 males and 356 females) for 2 months and over 1 month ; 892 
(668 males and 224 females) for 3 months and above 2 months; 457 (374 males and 
83 females) for 6 months and above 3 months ; and 39 (31 males and 8 females) for 
above 6 months. There were 183 young persons (143 males and 40 females), sent to 
Reformatory Schools, and 1,185, including 524 males and 661 females, sent to Industrial 
Schools.

Vic., cap. 78, there was one case before the Court in 1SS6 ; the conviction was

The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 
The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 

1.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

Central The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, of which 
»£? there were in 1886 five divisions-Chancery, Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, Exchequer, 
Justice. anc i t h e Probate and Matrimonial Division. 

Arrange- There are three outlying Courts :-The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Tables' Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen s 
Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions ; the Privy Council in Ireland ; Her 
Majesty in Council ; and the House of Lords ; have been grouped along with the other 
Central Jurisdictions, as they are closely connected with them. 

In the arrangement of the Tables of tbe different Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice, the order followed in the English report has been, as far as possible, adopted. 

Tbe chief business of the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions 
(the proceedings at the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. 

The proceedings at Jury Trials in Dublin of these three divisions, and the Dublin 
County Court Appeals, are grouped together, as tbe business is really transacted on a 
consolidated plan. With these, the proceedings at chambers before a single Judge, 
and the applications to have cases of minor importance remitted to County Courts are 
grouped together. 

The Statistics regarding the exclusive jurisdiction of each of the three divisions 
at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to election petitions and acknowledgments 
of married women in the Common Pleas, and at the Revenue side of the Exchequer, 
are given last, as the business is so small, compared with that transacted on the Plea 
side of these divisions. 

The offices of Registration of Judgments and Record of Title are grouped together, 
and along with them is given the Registry of Deeds, as the functions performed by 
all three are somewhat similar. 

The statistics as to the Chancery, Common Law, and Land Judge’s Taxing Offices 
are given in one Table, the offices having been consolidated. 

As the business of the Receiver’s Office of tbe Land Judge corresponds with a large 
part of the business of the Registrar in Lunacy (that relating to the Accounting of Com- 
mittees of Estates of Lunatics), the statistics of the two offices have been placed together. 

The information from the Inland Revenue Department, as to all the law taxes, is 
included in one return.

There was a decrease of 20 in Summonses for Administration of Estates, ana Appoint- 
ment of Guardians, from 136 in 1885, to 116 in 1886 ; and an increase in Summonses 
other than those to originate proceedings of 158, from 1,918 in 1885, to 2,076 in 1886. 


The amount of property passed in accounts rose from £675,340 in 1885, to £2,294,982, 
being an increase of £1,619,642.

Under the Land Judge the net rental, or annual value (where given) of Estates 
Id was £20,967 as compared with £16,720 in 1885, £15,546 in 1884, £19,402 in 
1°8S3 £11,895 in 1882, £19,970 in 1881, and £19,898 in 1880, and the purchase 
money was £296,116, as compared with £241,553 in 1885, £307,274 in 1884, 
£28 8 750 in 1883, £203,837 in 1882, £311,256 in 1881, and £329,549 in 1880. The 
nurchase money in 1886 was equal to 14'1 years’ purchase on an average of all interests 
and all tenures. This is below 14-4, the rate in 1885, 19 8 in 1884, 14'9 in 1883, 17'1 in 
1882, 15-5 m 1881, 16'5 in 1880, 177 in 1879, and 18'9 in 1878, and below the average 
for 6 years ended 1877, which was 19 - 4. 

The number of cases pending at the end of the year in the Judge’s Chamber was 
2,409 as compared with 2,209 in 1885. 

There were 304 petitions filed in 1886, against 256 in 1885, only 62 being by owners. 
The number of affidavits filed was 4,199, against 4,210 in 1885.

On comparing the number of judgments registered with the number -of executions 
issued on Judgments in the Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and Exchequer Divisions, 
it appears that, whilst 8,818 judgment executions are returned in the proceedings in 
Masters’ Offices as entered up, 5,086 judgments were registered in the Registry of 
Judgments Office. 

The total number of estates or properties, the titles to which have been recorded in 
the Record of Title Office since its establishment in 1865, under Stat. 28 & 29 Viet., 
c. 88, sec. 67, is 766. The total value is stated to be £2,412,756. 

There was no application in the year ended 1st November, 1886, to record land under 
the 51st section of the Act. There was only one new estate recorded in the Record of 
Title Office during the year : the value was below £1,000. There were not any proceed- 
ings under the Land Debentures Act, 1865. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with 
other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 906, as compared 
with 771 in 1885. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 15,904, 
as compared with 15,476 in 1885. Judgment Mortgage Affidavits are included in 
this number : they amounted to 663, as compared with S83 in 1885. The searches 
made by the public were 5,291 ; those lodged for official search were 2,111, of which 
1,186 were negative searches, and 925 common searches. The abstract book, entered 
up to 24th December in 1885, was, on the 31st of December, 1886, entered up to 
22nd December. The lands index, which was complete to 18th of December in 
1885, was completed to 16th of December in 1886. The Transcription of 
Memorials, complete to 9th of November in 1885, was completed to 1st of December 
in 1886. The negative searches lodged but not made were 38 in 1885, and 34 in 1886, 
and the common searches lodged but not made numbered 19 in the former and 25 in the 
latter year. 

The negative searches made and ready for delivery but not taken out amounted to 
432, and the common searches to 26. 

Taxation of Costs. 

The Costs taxed in the Consolidated Taxing Offices, and certified, amounted 
to £244,178. The corresponding amount for 18S5 was £230,547, which shows an 
increase of £13,631 for last year. 

Administration of Property. 

There were 153 new receivers appointed by the Land Judge, as compared with 149 
in 1885, 154 in 1884, 151 in 18S3, 165 in 1S82, 118 in 18S1, 109 in 1SS0, 62 in 1879, 
and 18 in 1878. The total number under the Land Judge at the end of the year- was 
1,255. as compared with 1,200 at the end of 1885. 

The year’s rental under the Court of the receivers and guardians who passed accounts, 
which are filed in the Consolidated Record and Writ Office, is £273,928, of which 
£152,965 was in minor matters, and £120,963 in other suits. 

It appeai-s that there were 690 lettings by proposal without biddings : there was 
not a single letting by biddings. Of the 690 lettings, 236 were for 7 years, pending 
the cause, and 454 were for shorter periods.

Appellate Jurisdiction. 

The Proceedings in the Supreme Courts of Appeal, in 1886, are shown in Tables 68-73. 

During the year 39 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice were heard and judgment delivered by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, 
18 of which Appeals were from the Chancery Division, 7 from the Queen’s Bench, 5 from 
the Common Pleas, 8 from the Exchequer Division, and 1 from the Probate and Matri- 
monial Causes Division. There were 41 appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions 
of the High Court of Justice heard, viz. : — IS from the Chancery Division, 8 from the 
Queen’s Bench, 7 from the Common Pleas, and 8 from the Exchequer Division. 
Sixty -one appeals from other Judges or Courts were heard, 8 of which were from 
the Judges in Bankruptcy, 1 from the High Court of Admiralty ; 41 were Registry 
of Voters Appeals, and 11 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission. There were 
also 21 original motions heard. The Judgments delivered were 143. In 70 of these 
the Judgment below was affirmed ; in 50 it was reversed ; in 6 reversed with 
declaration, direction, or finding; and in 17 cases varied. 

There were 12 applications before the Privy Council in Ireland under the Labourers 
(Ireland) Act, 1885, for confirmation of Provisional Orders made by the Local 
Government Board for Ireland ; in 1 case the Order was confirmed, in 7 cases the 
Orders were varied, 1 case was withdrawn, and' 3 cases were pending at the close of the 
year. There were also before the Council 3 applications(including 2 remaining from 1885) 
under the “Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883 ;” 2 applications 
under the “ Tramways (Ireland) Acts, 1860 and 1861, and 1 under the “ Fairs (Ireland) 
Act, 1868.” 

There were no appeals from Ireland to Her Majesty in Council. 

The number of Appeals from Ireland presented to the House of Lords in 1886 was 5 ; 
3 were in matters of Real Property, and 2 in matters of Personal Property. Three 
Causes were dismissed for want of prosecution. Three Judgments were delivered 
during the year, at the close of which 1 Cause stood over for judgment, and 1 for 
hearing. 

There 'were 2 appeals before the Judges of the Common Law Divisions, as to 
Presentment and other Cases not within the 11 & 12 Vic., cap. 78 : particulars regarding 
these cases are given in Table 70. There was 1 appeal before the Court for Crown 
Cases Reserved. See Table 69.

Proceedings on Circuit. 


There are now only five circuits in Ireland, but Assizes are still held in thirty-three 
towns. Six of these towns are counties of cities and towns with distinct Grand and 
77, and 78. j ul .; e3 an d Officers.

of CarricMergus are brought to Belfast for assize purposes, but those of Drogheda 
are not brought to Dundalk, the county town of Louth. The causes entered for 
Appeals trial on oirou ;t ; n 1886 were 200 as compared with 241 in 1885.

&omC°»nty reoOT(jred fell from £12 ) o 61 in 1885 to £7,036 in 1886.

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; There were in 1886, 18 objections to Presentments heard by Judges, and 26 special 
.directions given: ■ 

The railway traverses under the Railway Acts, which have been returned, were 20 in 
number. The amount claimed in those cases where verdicts were given was £7,494, 
the amount found by verdict was £3,174. There were 11 tramway traverses under 
Tramway Acts; the amount claimed in cases where verdicts were given was £1,040, 
and the amount found by verdict £402. The traverses other than railway and tramway 
traverses in 1886, were 97 in number — £16,427 was claimed in the cases where verdicts 
were given, and £4,730 found by verdict. 

The memorials from persons fined for non-attendance as Jurors, after falling from 150 
in 1879, to 137 in 1880, rose in 1881 to 163, and fell to 84 in 1882, to 83 in 1883 and 
1884, and to 72 in 1885 : in 1886 they numbered 75. The fines appealed from in cases 
heard rose, from £398 in 1880 to £776 in .1881, fell to £166 in 1882, rose to £364 in 

1883, and to £425 in 1884, fell to £372 in 1885, and rose to £473 in 1886 : with the 
exception of £l all of the last named sum was remitted. In 1885 and 1884, all the 
fines in cases heard were remitted, and in 1883 they were reduced to £2, as compared 
with £19 in 1882, £S8 in 1881, and £92 in 1880. 

County Courts. 

Returns have been obtained from the Process Servers, who are appointed under 
statute by the County Court Judges and Recorders, and whose salary is annually voted 
by Parliament. Out of the entire number of 850 Process Servers, all but 33, or less 
than 4 per cent., have made returns. 

The Civil Bill ejectments served by these officers are 21,064 as compared with 18,592 
in 1885, 22,528 in 1884, 22,706 in 1883, 19,035 in 1882, 13,621 in 1881, 10,633 in 
1880, and 9,703 in 1S79 ; the number of replevins 294 as compared with 430 in 1885, 
312 in 1884, 289 in 1883, 407 in 1882, 412 in 1881, 378 in 1880, and 459 in 1879 ; and 
the number of other civil bills 214,823, as compared with 226,153 in 1885, 236,594 in 

1884, 231,762 in 1883, 220,943 in 1882, 240,366 in 1881, 289,358 in 1880, and 347,909 
in 1879. 

The statistics of proceedings (other than at Equity or Land Sessions, or under Local 
Admiralty Jurisdiction Act) in the Courts of County Court Judges and Courts of 
Recorders whether ejectments, causes remitted from the Superior Courts, or other suits, 
have been collected into one Table. 

In ejectments entered there was an increase of 4,041 in 1886, following a decrease of 
3,003 in 1885, and an increase of 1,129 in 1884.

In cases remitted from the Superior Courts which were entered below there 
was a decrease from 31.3 in 1885 to 259 in 1886 : in 1884 the number was 245. In 
other suits there was an increase of 2,567, from 89,338 in 1885, to 91,905 in. 1886, 
following a decrease of 3,067 between 1884 and 1885. There were only 105 cases 
disposed of by a jury. 

The amount decreed in the Civil Bill Courts in 1886 was £342,950 in ejectment 
cases, and £345,715 in other suits, making £688,665.* Compared with 1885, the 
amount decreed in ej ectment cases shows an increase of £1 1 9, 5 74 and the amount decreed 
in other suits an increase of £26,718. The costs adjudged to plaintiffs amounted to 
£70,407, being £10,965 over the amount in 1885. Of these costs, £32,062 was in 
ejectment bases, and £38,345 in other suits.

The Equitable Jurisdiction cases for 1886 (exclusive of Lunacy Proceedings), were 640 
as compared with 797 cases for 1885. The aggregate amount of the subject matter in 
dispute, so far as returned, was £61,905 as compared with £75,415 in 1885. 

In County Court Lunacy Cases, under the jurisdiction conferred by the Lunacy Act 
of 1880, there were 43 orders made. The subject matter (so far as returned) in these 
orders goes to make up the £61,905 referred to above.

The ejectments executed show an increase of 548 — from 4,558 in 1885 to 5,106 last year 
following a decrease of 1,340 in 1885 as compared with 1884. 


In the ejectments from the High Court which were executed there was an increase 
of 246, following a decrease of 200 in 1885, a decrease of 101 in 1884, a decrease of 421 
in 1883, and increases in each of the three preceding years, viz. — 56 in 1882, 446 in 
1881, 49 in 1880. 

The County Court Ejectment Suits entered and lodged increased from 9,856 in 1880, 
to 11,772 in 1881, and to 16,835 in 1882 ; fell to 14,744 in 1883, rose to 15,873 in 
1884, fell to 12,870 in 1885, and rose last year to 16,911, being an increase of 4,041 as 
compared with 1885. 

The executions of County Court ejectments by the Sheriff show an increase of 302— 
from 3,873 in 1885 to 4,175 in 1886.' The number for 1885 was 1,140 under that for 1884. 

Fourteen thousand five hundred and thirty-five Civil Bill decrees and dismisses are 
returned as executed by Sheriffs, and 6,569 by Special Bailiffs, or 21,104 in all. 

The warrants to Special Bailiffs under Act 23 & 24 Vic., c. 154 (summary recovery 
of possession of tenements), were 767 in 1885, and 886 in 1886.

It appears from this table that there was an increase of 2 in the number ' of cases 
from 20 in 1885 to 22 in 1886. This followed a decrease of 6 in 1885, 17 in 1884, 
104 in 1883, 143 in 1882, 58 in 1381, 61 in 1880, 148 in 1879, and 41 in 1878.

It appears from this table that the average gross amount awarded, without deducting 
allowances for set-off to landlord, for dilapidation, rent, &c., was in all Ireland £89, as 
compared with £268 in 1885.
